Cubs and city ‘play ball’ — officially

Mayor Charles L. Smith, saying “I haven’t 
been this excited since I got my first baseball 


love,” joined numerous other city officials in ° 


formally welcoming the new Pittsfield Cubs 
Class AA Eastern League team during a con- 
tract-signing ¢@femony yesterday morning at 
CityHall. jo oF 3 

Smith, Parks Commission Chairman Clifford 
Nilan and team president Lawrence Revo yes- 
terday signed the two-year contract for the team 
- to occupy Wahconah Park, beginning with the 
1985 season. 

The team is scheduled to open its season April 
12 at Albany, then play its home opener at Wah- 
conah Park April 15. pee 

The franchise, which has moved here from 
Buffalo, N.Y., replaces the Cubs’ previous Class 
AA team in Midland of the Texas League. De- 
spite the two-year contract, team officials have 
said the team may be here only one year if a 
stadium is completed by 1986 in Binghamton, 
__ N.Y, That stadium is not yet under construction. 


Members of the City Council, Parks Commis- 
sion, other city officials and several local busi- 
ness leaders attended the event, reflecting the 
general appeal that team president Revo hopes 
the team will enjoy here. 

Smith, who said attracting a pro baseball 
team ‘‘was one of my first goals” when he be- 
came mayor in 1979, said he will try to set up a 
tri-city competition among Pittsfield and the 
New York teams in Albany and Glens Falls. 
Smith said he will challenge the mayors of those 
two cities to a season-long competition, with the 
winning team capturing a trophy that could be 
paid for by the three mayors. The two New York 
cities already have a similar setup. 

Smith presented a key to the city to Revo and 
general manager North Johnson, who are also 
owners of the team along with Revo’s brother, 
Stuart, and North Carolina businessman Miles 
Wolff. In exchange, the team officials presented 
Smith with a Cubs hat and sweater. Smith said 
he will wear the hat when he throws out the first 
ball in April. 

“We're going to. be very strong on the idea of

this being a family affair,” said Lawrence Revo, 
who added that night games will start at 7 p.m. 
and that tickets all season will be half-price for 
youngsters accompanying full-paying adults. 

Revo also repeated his pledge to try and clean 
up the Wahconah Park neighborhood, saying 
neighborhood youths could trade clean-up duties 
for free admission to games. 

When reminded that a setting sun behind left 
field might present problems for plans to start 
games at 7 p.m., Johnson said the team might 
take steps to erect some sort of barrier to block 
the intruding sunlight that has traditionally de- 
layed games by shining in batters’ eyes. 

Johnson, who read a congratulatory letter 
from Cubs’ General Manager Dallas Green, also 
said the renovations of Wahconah Park offices 
for Revo and himself have been completed, and 
“they’re just a joy to behold.”’ 

The team officials also announced ticket 
prices for the coming year. Season tickets will 
be $250 for box seats, $225 for reserved seats and 
$150. for general admission. Individual game

After a year and half of minor ski- 
rmishes, the Berkshire chapter of 
the Vietnam Veterans of America 
has finally gained at least a partial 
victory in its battle to erect a war 
memorial in Park Square to honor 
veterans of the Vietnam War. 

The Pittsfield Park Commission 
voted 3-2 last night to recommend 
that a monument be placed in Park 
Square, subject to the approval of 
the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission. 

The state commission’s approval 
of the location dnd. design of the 
monument is required because the 
Park Square Historic District is 


listed on the National Register of . 


Historic Places, according to Park 
Commission Chairman Clifford J. 
Nilan.

approves Vietnam memorial

“The Massachusetts Historical 
Commission has determined that 
the Vietnam Veterans of America’s 
proposed war memorial would not 
be inconsistent with the historic 
character and setting of Park 
Square. 


That opinion makes approval 


more likely for the monument, 
which has engendered opposition 
from some members of the Park 
Commission. eee 

In March, the commission voted 
3-2 to recommend locating the mon- 
ument in Park Square, subject to 


the approval of the Massachusetts - 


Historical Commission. 
. Approval needed 


That commission’s approval is re- 
quired because the Park Square 
Historic District is listed on the Na- 
‘tional Register of Historic Places. 

While approving the siting in Park 
Square, the historical commission 
called the proposed ‘design “‘under- 
stated and modest’? and suggested 
- considering other designs as well. 

* In a letter dated June 6 and re- 
ceived by the veterans’ group Satur- 
day, Valerie A. Talmage, executive 
director: of the historical commis- 


sion, suggested launching a design 
competition. A steering committee, 
she wrote, could establish specifica- 
tions for the competition. 

In addition, Talmage suggested 
that “‘the business of erecting a 
monument should not be a burden 
falling to the veterans alone, but 
should result from a cooperative ef- 
fort expressing the sentiments and 
intentions of the entire community.’ 


The Berkshire chapter of Vietnam — 


Veterans of America has pressed 
for the Park Square. location be- 
cause the monument would be 
highly visible there, and the group 
has insisted it wants to fund the 
monument itself. ; 


Anthony Martini of 40 McArthur 
St., a member of the veterans 
group, designed the tripartite gray 
marble monument, containing a 
bronze map of Vietnam and bronze

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on recreational vehicles 


The Pittsfield City Council’s Com- 
mittee on Ordinances and Rules last 
night instructed the city solicitor to 
draw up the stiffest possible ordi- 
nance restricting the use of recrea- 
tional vehicles, such as three- 
wheelers and minibikes within the 
city limits. 

The action, on a petition sub- 
mitted by Ward 1 Councilor Caro- 
line M. Bresnahan, followed a 
public hearing at which one speaker 
after another called for restrictions 
— and above all for strict- enforce- 
ment of regulations that already ex- 
ist as well as whatever new ones 
may be established. 

About 15 people attended, many 
from the Partridge Road area. Six 
spoke at length. At the invitation of 
Committee Chairman and Ward 2 
Councilor Kenneth G. Warren Jr., 
each of the others stood to record 
himself or herself in favor of the 
strongest possible city regulations. 
-Brandishing copies of regulations 
published by the state Division of 
Marine and Recreational Vehicles, 
Philip J. Tully Jr. of 210 Partidge 


Road and Louis ‘Sadlowski of 222 
Partridge Road struck the keynote 


by complaining that police are not 
enforcing state regulations already

Sadlowski said the vehicles oper- 
ate on land about 200 feet from his 
property. The noise is so loud, he 


said, that he cannot carry on a con-

State regulations require the ve- 
hicles to be registered, he said, and 
display easily visible registration 
numbers in a color that contrasts 
with the color of the bikes. This is 
apparently a feature of the law 
“that our police do not know,” he 
said. .

certify in writing that they have j;, 
granted particular recreational ve- “p 
hicle operators to rideon their land.

he commonly held notion is that wind surfers hang out in Florida, 
Malibu Beach and on the Riviera. Most people don’t think of the 
Berkshires as a hot spot for high adventure on the sea. 

But, according to local wind-surfing enthusiasts, the exciting sport is 
catching on fast in Western Massachusetts. 

“T am absolutely smitten by it,” said Dr. Laurence D. Cohen, a wind- 
surfing orthopedic surgeon from Richmond. “Tt is the most exhilarating 
sensation when you really get going. I enjoy regular sailing because you 
feel so close to nature, but wind surfing is even better.”’ : 

Local wind surfers contend that lakes offer the best conditions fo 
learning how to wind surf. : 


Lakes good for novices - 


“If you’re not very good at wind surfing, a lake is the perfect place to 
learn,” said Jack D. Hescock, an employee at U-Drive Boat Rental off 
Pontoosuc Lake, which rents wind surfers. “You don’t have to deal with 
high waves and there’s usually a pretty steady wind. It takes a while to 
learn, but once you do, it’s a lot of fu a ; 

Wind surfing is a cross between sailing and regular surfing. 

Basically, a sailboard is a surfboard with a sail on it. The person sail- 
ing stands on the board and holds on to a chest-high bar that is attatched 
to the sail. To maneuver the sail, the surfer moves the sail either in, out, 


backward or forward. How the board moves depends on how the wind. 


hits the’sail: i 


Those who know how to position the sail are spectacular ‘to watch. 


While the wind howls, they glide across the water at heart-stopping 
speeds with seemingly effortless motion. The wind blows in their faces 
as they cut through waves. The surfers’ bodies are inches away from 
skimming the water as they hang on to the sail. 

The novices, however, aren’t as spectacular. They usually fall, verba-

lizing their frustrations as they plunge into the water. 
Wind surfing is not an easy sport. Those with illusions of getting on a 


wind surfer for the first time and sailing into a soda commercial are in 


for a surprise when they first try their hand at the 15-year-old sport. It 
takes experience to become a bronzed body whisking in and out of 10- 
foot waves off the coast of Hawaii. | 

“Ips difficult to learn,’’ said Al S. Goldman, lakefront director at 
Camp Winadu off Lake Onota. “YT consider myself a pretty good athlete 
and I felt pretty awkward out there at first. It’s only after three years of 


doing it that I feel I can wind surf with the best of them.” 


Wind-surfing instructor Nic Osborn of Salisbury, Conn., believes the 


best way to begin is to take a lesson. . 


‘In wind surfing, more than any other sport, you need to have a lesson 
before you start to do it on your own,” Osborn said. “It’s not so much 
because there are so many ingredients to learning. It’s because you are 
holding up the sail yourself. You are the rigging. You have to know how 
to act like that piece of equipment.” |

“Instead of pushing you, the curve in the sail makes it pull you,” Os- 
born explained. ‘It sounds like magic, but it works.” ob 

After giving his student a brief explanation of wind-surfing basics on 
land, Osborn sends the pupil on to the water with a resounding, ‘“The 
best way to learn is to do.’’

By Lynne A. Daley, 


ith some exceptions, teen- 

agers in search of a job in 

', Berkshire County this 

summer should have no trouble 

landing something, especially in the 

quickly expanding field of fast-food 
eateries. 

Ralph Conroy, a local interviewer 
for the state Division of Employ- 
ment Security, said he is ‘“‘desper- 
ately looking for people to fill jobs, 
especially secretarial, camp coun- 
selors; laborers and fast food.’ 

He.said one fast-food restaurant 
in Great Barrington currently has 
about 50 openings. 

However, fast-food restaurants 
usually. prefer, for insurance rea- 
sons, that: their employees be 18 
years old or older. Exceptions are 
made occasionally, especially if an 
applicant has written parental per- 
mission or a proven work record, 
even in baby-sitting or lawn-mowing 
work, | 

Unemployment dropping 


Betsy Houghteling, spokesman 
for the - division’s. Boston office, 
called 1985; ‘‘another very strong 
year.” Last year’s unemployment 
rate for teenagers of 9.6 percent 
dipped below the 10 percent mark 
for the first time since 1970, she 
said, speculating that this year 
would be even better. . 

“There are jobs for any young 
person who. wants to work,” she 
said, but most of these pay mini- 
mum wage, or $3.35 per hour. 

“Overall, the picture is pretty 
rosy,” she said. ‘Retail businesses 
and fast-food restaurants have done 
well in Massachusetts, and kids 
have benefited. The economy seems 
to be taking care of the vast major- 
ity of kids, and there’s good news 
overall.’’ 

However, she cautioned, some 
sub-groups still have a pretty tough 
time landing a job. High-school 
dropouts, minority groups and 
people from low-income families all 
fare “phenomenally worse.’’ 

Dropouts have an unemployment 
‘rate 2% times greater than the 


norm, she said, and minorities and _ 
the economically disadvantaged 


each face an unemployment level 


that’s twice the average figure. This., 


often is magnified again when you 
consider that minority groups by 
norm have a higher dropout rate 
and lower income level... 
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Houghteling said that she thought 
there are about ‘‘200 to 250” fast- 
food jobs available in Berkshire 
County but that, in some Cases, 
transportation is a problem. Many 
people are not prepared to commit 
themselves to a long commute just 
for a low-paying job, she observed. 


Hours flexible 


On the plus side, fast-food jobs 
are desirable for teens who have 
hectic summer schedules and as a 
result seek flexibility in their work 
hours. The restaurants open early, 
close late and have a plethora of 
other workers with whom to trade 
shifts. | 


Kelly Devanny, recreation super- 
visor for the city’s parks, said she 
had difficulty filling the 22 play- 
ground-leader jobs. Overall, the 
parks and lakes employ between 40 
and 50 young adults, but the pool of 
applicants ‘‘was not as high as we 
expected.” 


About 30 applied for the 22 play- 
ground jobs and, after those who 
were too young were weeded out, 
just enough remained to fill the 
posts. Most of the younger appli- 
cants, she said, are working as in- 
terns at the parks. 


Devanny said that, although the 
applicants were well-qualified, she 
was surprised there wasn’t more of 
a crunch for the jobs, desirable be- 
cause they involve steady outdoor 
work. She attributed the apparent 
lack of interest to the fact that the 
parks suffered a three-year period 
during which they hired no play- 
ground help, and it wasn’t until 
June that it was definitely decided 
that the jobs would be filled this 
year. By then, many people who 
would have been interested already 
hadjobs. . 

“We're building up our program 
again” ‘she said, after the three- 
year hiatus. “The ones we hired this 
year will probably stay at it for a 
couple of years.” | 


Park job perfect 
One such park employee. is Julie 


Cornelio, who graduated this year . 


from Taconic High School. A vet- 
eran of fast-food employment — she 
worked. at Hardee’s. — ‘Cornelio 
sought a job that would keep her 
outside this summer.

During those two years, sports 
leagues still operated and play- 
grounds were open for youngsters to 
play on the equipment, but no lead- 
ers were hired to run the recrea- 
tional programs. Broken or outworn 


- equipment waited for replacement 


because of a lack of manpower. 
Reviving the programs and im- 
proving the parks had been urged 
by both City Council President An- 
gelo C. Stracuzzi and Mayor Charles 
L. Smith. 

Attendance this past summer at 
all the playgrounds, both the six 


that were open full time and the 


eight that were open part time, to- 


- taled 10,670, Devanny said. The av- 


erage daily attendance was 268. 

Playgrounds with the highest 
daily average were Deming, with 
50, the Common, 47, and Clapp, with 


+88, Those with the lowest were West 
° Memorial with 2, Dorothy Amos, 4, 


and Springside, 6. _ 

The schedule changed over the 
summer according to demand, and

The Pittsfield Cubs and the city have reached a stalemate in 
their discussions about improvements at Wahconah Park — im- 
provements that would ensure the return of the Chicago Class AA 
franchise to Pittsfield next season. | 

The stalemate leaves that return in doubt. Although the city is 
guaranteed a team for next season by the Eastern League, there 
is no guarantee it will be the Cubs. 3 | 

Mayor Charles Smith met yesterday with Pittsfield Cubs’ co- 
owner and chief operating officer Lawrence Revo, and told him 
in no uncertain terms that the city is not willing to fund the 
asked-for improvements unless the Cubs will commit themselves 
to stay here beyond next season. 

Revo, whose group is still hoping to move to Binghamton, N.Y., 
after the 1986 season, would not give that commitment. 

Revo had asked the city for an estimated $200,000 in improve- 
ments at the park, the bulk of which would have been for ex- 
panded clubhouse facilities for the home team. | 

“The bottom line is, he couldn’t justify the long-term commit- 
ment, and I couldn’t justify the expense without the long-term 
commitment,” Smith said after yesterday’s meeting. ““They’re 
still looking at the Binghamton option, and-I can’t blame them. 
They’re businessmen looking to make a buck. But I think they 
understood my position, I asked for at least a five-year commit- 
ment... . There’s nothing they asked that-isn’t possible, but I 
told Larry I’d have to justify it, and I couldn’t justify it based on 
that short-term lease. There’s no sense in my asking the City 
Council what their reaction would be.”’ 

Chicago minor league director Gordon Goldsberry has also said 
the Cubs are seeking a city where they can settle their Class AA 
team for five years. 

Revo, who was unavailable for comment yesterday, has prom- 

_ised that Pittsfield will still have an Eastern League team next 
year, no matter what the Cubs decide. 

There are only so many Class AA teams and cities that can 
house them, so Pittsfield could end up with the Tigers, who left 
Birmingham, Ala., this year, or perhaps the White Sox, who have 
voiced displeasure with Glens Falls, N.Y.

If the city is to pay for major improve- 
ments at Wahconah Park in order to keep 
the ‘Chicago Cubs’ Class AA team in 
Pittsfield, Mayor Charles L. Smith wants 
to make sure the team is going to stay 
here awhile. 

Chicago Cubs’ minor league director 
Gordon Goldsberry said last week that 
the team wants assurances that the 
cramped Wahconah Park clubhouse facil- 
ities will be improved before the Cubs de- 
cide whether to return to Pittsfield next 
year. Goldsberry said the Cubs plan to 
announce by “early in September”’ 
whether they will return here next year, 
establishing an unofficial deadline for the 
city to make its move on improvements. 
~ Lawrence Revo, chief operating officer 
of the Pittsfield Cubs, met yesterday with 
Pittsfield’ Director of Maintenance Ron 
Spring, his assistant Bill Thornton and 
mayoral aide Greg Meaney to discuss the 
proposed improvements, which would in- 
cludé moving an outfield fence, building 
a warning track, paving the parking lot 
and setting up a sun screen in left field — 
in addition to the clubhouse renovation. 
No price tag has been set yet, but the to- 
tal package wouid certainly be in six fig- 
nres.

Smith said that if the team wants city 
funding for its projects, that one-year 
commitment isn’t good enough.

‘Mayor Smith, Cubs’ brass 
scheduled to meet today 


Chicago Cubs’ minor league director Gordon Goldsberry is scheduled 
to meet in Pittsfield today with Mayor Charles L. Smith to discuss 
terms that could keep the Cubs’ Class AA Eastern League affiliate here 
in 1986. 

Specifically, Goldsberry and Smith will tour Wahconah Park and in- 
spect the clubhouse facilities, which have been described.as “cram- 
ped” and drew numerous complaints from Cubs’ players last season. 

Although Goldsberry said the Cubs are “leaning toward” returning to 
Pittsfield next season, the team. still wants the city to expand the home 
clubhouse before the Cubs make any firm commitment. 3 

Pittsfield Cubs’ chief operating officer Lawrence Revo earlier asked 
Smith if the city would finance an ambitious project that included club- 
house expansion, new fences, new pavement and other items. Smith 
said he wouldn’t consider such a project, which carried an estimated 
$200,000 price tag, unless Revo would commit the team to Pittsfield for 
at least five years. Revo, whose group is still eyeing a future move to.

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- Chicago team renews working agreement with city franchise

On Oct. 7, the Pittsfield Cubs said there was a ‘‘98 
percent chance’’ they would return under the same af- 
filiation next season. Yesterday, that percentage 
reached 100. aah 

In a press conference at the Berkshire Hilton Inn, 
Pittsfield Cubs’ chief operating officer Lawrence Revo 
read a prepared statement that said the Chicago Cubs 
had renewed their working agreement contract with 
the Pittsfield Eastern League franchise for the 1986 
season. A similar announcement was also made by the 
Cubs’ office in Chicago. 7 

The confirmation came just nine days after the City. 


Council gave unanimous approval to a $30,000 appro- 


priation for materials for renovations to Wahconah 
‘Park, most notably the construction of a 24-by-30-foot 

addition to the Cubs’ clubhouse. — 

The Chicago Cubs had earlier said that their renewal 
of the working aggreement essentially hinged on the 
approval of the clubhouse renovations. Though fran- 
 chise owners Revo, his brother Stuart, and Pittsfield 
team general manager North Johnson have a two-year 
lease with the city, the club’s working agreement with 


the affiliated major league team must be renewed |

-Yesterday’s news conference was attended by Revo, 
Johnson, Mayor Charles L. Smith and Community De- 
velopment Commissioner William J. Angelo. 

“Pye always felt that professional baseball is a big 
part of any city,” said Smith. “I’m convinced the 
people want it here, and I’m convinced they’ll continue 
to support it. So obviously, I feel this is a happy day.”’ 


Revo praised Smith’s work in helping to get ap- 
proval for the key renovation project. __ | 
“TI can say without qualification, that if it weren’t for

commented. ‘‘I was at the [Oct. 22 City Council] meet- 
ing, I honestly believe he swayed some votes in our fa- 
vor, and I thank him for that.” 


In their first Eastern League season — and the first 


year of pro baseball here since 1976 — the Cubs drew 


over 60,000 fans to Wahconah Park home games. Revo 
said yesterday that the club, which has an approx- 
imate budget of $350,000, came within ‘‘a few hundred 
dollars” of breaking even. “And we honestly came 
here expecting, at first, to lose money,’’ Revo said. 

“We’re shooting for an attendance of 85,000 for next 
year, and I believe that’s imminently possible,” Revo 
said. ) | 

“Why stop at 85,000?” quipped the Mayor. “I say 


-let’s shoot for 100,000.”’ 


The Chicago Cubs’ commitment to Pittsfield for 1986 
means that the Eastern League will remain much as it 
was in 1985. The only new affiliation will be the Detroit 
Tigers, who confirmed Wednesday they will replac 
the Chicago White Sox in Glens Falls, N.Y.

Revo said the team has already seen encouraging - 


signs for the club’s success in 1986. For one thing, the 
club is already getting strong receptions from business 
in terms of outfield fence and program advertising. 

“T can see a big difference between this year and 


last year,’ said Revo. ‘‘Last year, when we were going 


into places, people didn’t know us, and they seemed 
worried that we could have been just a one-year oper- 


ation. But that’s no longer an issue, and I think people 


believe in us a lot more.”’ . 

Though the Cubs will now be entering the last year 
of their two-year lease on Wahconah Park, Smith did 
not seemed concerned about baseball’s long-range fu- 
ture here. 

“T honestly believe baseball will be here now for 
many years to come,’’ Smith said. ‘‘With the changes 
we're making at Wahconah Park, we’re making it a 
facility that should be attractive to the Cubs or any 
other team that may want to come in here.”’ 

- When Revos and Johnson first obtained their East- 


ern League franchise, they tentatively planned to play: 


in Pittsfield for two years and then move the club to 
Binghamton, N.Y., where plans were being formulated 
for a new stadium. But the Broome County legistature 
last June voted down plans for the Binghamton sta- 
dium, and Revo admitted yesterday the Binghamton 
venture is ‘‘dead in the water.” 

‘There are just too many political problems there,’’ 
Revo said. ‘“‘The Democrats control the city and the 
Republicans control the county, and that creates a con- 
flict that just doesn’t seem to get resolved.”’

about the local pageants, although across the nation feminists seem 
particularly irritated by competitions in which young women are 
judged, among other things, on their “‘poise and appearance.” 

If the productions go through most of the trappings of a Miss Amer- 
ica competition, why do the organizers feel compelled to call it any- 
thing but a beauty contest? 

To start, Krol said, the poise and appearance segment of the pro- 
gram accounts for only 15 percent of the total score. In addition, the 
category does not reflect physical beauty, she said, but how the contes- 
tants ‘‘carry themselves — their composure.” 

Generally, the high school seniors who participate are academically 
superior and extroverted, the director said, and ‘‘end up having a 
ball.” 

Indeed, many of the parents comment later that the experience 
gained during the event was the ‘‘best thing to have ever happened to 
their daughters,” she continued, and the girls report that the program 
was the highlight of their senior years. 

Krol. agreed that the gowns worn during the evening tend to give a 


‘beauty pageant flair to the entire production. If she could think of a 


better uniform, she’d scrap the gowns completely, she said. In the 


~ meantime, most of the participants have all been to a high school prom 


and long dresses are already in most of their closets. 

The director said she felt badly about the negative publicity that last 
year’s event provoked. Nevertheless, she and Dennis J. Duffin of 
Lenox, who first organized the Junior Miss program 23 years ago and 
has remained the chairman ever since, are outspoken about the posi- 
tive qualities that the production generates in the contestants. 

“We think it’s a very worthwhile program,” Duffin said. ‘The girls 
are free to participate in it if they wish.”’ 

Johnson’s reason for going public with her criticism was not to stop 
the production, she said. Rather, as a teacher, Johnson said she wants 
her students to be well-informed. If nothing else, her letter to the editor 
forced the participants and their parents to consider both sides of the 
issue before making a decision about competing, she said. : 


Boys don’t do it ° 


Johnson said she objects essentially to the awarding of scholarships 
in which physical appearance plays a part — no matter how small. 
“High school boys are not asked to dress up in tuxedos and parade 
across a stage for scholarships,’’ she said. 


The premise that young women are capable of achieving as much as 
young men is dashed when women find they can gain cee eee for 


“poise, appearance or self-confidence,’’ she added. 
“Boys are not judged by the same criterion.” 


Though the contestants are all allowed to show a particular talent — 


during the production, Johnson charged that the talent category is a 


camouflage to make it all more palatable.” 


In addition, Johnson said she objected to the recruiting practices of 
the Junior Miss Scholarship Program, which seemed aimed at the 


- brightest girls in school. 


“If the exceptional students get involved, it makes the contest seem 
more acceptable to everyone,” she said. 

Some of the most recent winners in the local contests said they fail to 
see what all the fuss is about. 

“1d do it all over again,” said Pocorobba, the 1984 winner, adding 
that she didn’t feel exploited in the least.

Williams, who says he could see that Stannard was - 


“steaming, ” refused. Stannard warned him that, if he 
did not come out, he would be ejected. Williams re- 
fused. Stannard then said that, if Williams did not

~ Stiffler denies that. 
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“I like the guy. There’ S a lot of good things about 
Dave Williams,’’ says Stiffler. Williams, a 1976 Boys’ 
Club Boy of the Year award winner, has served at the 
club for 10 years in such positions as basketball direc- 
tor and assistant program director. He is a former as- 
sistant baseball coach at-Lee High. And he is a former 
assistant girls’ basketball coach at Taconic. 

“The problem is that I don’t think he’s concerned 
about the league as a whole,’’ says Stiffler, who ap- 
pointed Friendly’s Restaurant assistant coach Bill 
Duguay to replace Williams as coach. ‘‘He’s always on 
umpires, and we were losing umpires because of him. 
We have one rule that says there can only be two kids 
in the on-deck circle. That’s a safety rule, so the kids

“The sad ening is, that these kids will probably re- 
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member this. whole mess for the rest of their lives,” 
Says Stiffler. ‘It’s been sad for them, but a lot of that 
has been brought on by their coach and their parents.

from the league was racially motivated, had 
taken the league to court to get an injunction 
that could have reinstated him on July 17. At 
that time, Berkshire Superior Court Judge 
Lawrence B. Urbano declined to issue such an 
injunction. But Urbano, in turn, set this coming 
Monday as a trial date for the civil case. 
Williams, however, has now sought a delay in 
that trial, and has instead taken his case to the 
Mass. Commission Against Discrimination, 
hoping that board may yet help him regain his 
post as coach of the Connor Pharmacy team. 


“What I’m hoping for is that the MCAD will 


overrule the league’s dismissal ruling, and that 
it may order to reinstate me as a coach for 
next season,’ Williams said last night. “I’m 
still primarily just interested in reinstate- 
ment.” 

At the July 17 hearing, the league argued 
that even if an injunction were issued, it would 


not reinstate Williams for next year since the _ 


league is newly-chartered’ each season by Little

Williams, who had coached the Connor Phar- 
macy team for four seasons, was expelled from 
the league by West Little League president 
Douglas Stiffler on June 13. While the league

black coach in a league that does not have a 
single black player, has said he felt his dis- 
missal had racial overtones, and in a court 
complaint, cited two instances in which he 
claims to have been the target of racial slurs 
by league officials. 

Williams admits that finances are one reason 
for his shifting gears in the case. . 

“This way, the board [the MCAD] will do its 
own investigating, bring both parties together 
at a hearing, and announce its finding,’ Wil- 
liams says. ‘In the other court situation [the 
civil case through Superior Court], it was get- 
ting to the point where I simply couldn't afford 
to pursue the case the way it was going.” The 
MCAD hearing, which would not be public, has 
not yet been scheduled.
